On M arch 9 ,, 
1862, the M onitor, which was con­ 
stru cted in Brook lyn, fou ght the Mer- 
rim ac in H am pton Roads. 
The Florida and her sister ship, the 
U tah, will be the two m ost powerfu l 
vessels of the United S tates navy and 
will be equ al to any afloat. 
They will 
be 25,000 ton vessels. 
The k eel of the 
U tah was recently laid at Camden, 
N. J., She is being constru cted by a 
private shipbu ilding firm, and there is 
great rivalry betw een her bu ilders and 
the navy yard here in regard to the 
tim e of com pletion of the two ships. 
Every effort will be m ade by the gov­ 
ernm ent constru ctors in charge of the 
Florida’s bu ilding to have her com ­ 
pleted before the U tah Is ready for 
lau nching. 
The local navy yard offi­ 
cials are prou d of their record in con­ 
stru cting the Connecticu t, flagship of 
the arou nd the world fleet, bu t they 
will try to su rpass the record in bu ild­ 
ing the Florida.

W ashington, M arch 9 .—The problem 
of financing the governm ent—provid­ 
ing the necessary fu nds to carry on 
the projects u nder way and m aintain 
the plans of the T aft adm inistration 
and m ak ing the dem ands squ are with 
a new tariff schedu le — is the work 
w ith which P resident T aft, Senator 
Aldrich, Speak er fa nnon and Secre­ 
tary of the T reasu ry MacVeagh were 
engaged at a two-hou r conference at 
the W hite Hou se last evening. 
The necessity for the enactm ent of 
a tariff hill at the earliest possible mo­ 
m ent was discu ssed, there being little 
reference to the details cf the pro­ 
posed legislation. 
W hether a definite 
policy was ou tlined at the^conference 
cou ld not be stated. 
T hat the m anu ­ 
factu rers and other large interests are 
dem anding early tariff legislation and 
that the bu siness conditions of the 
cou ntry will be necessarily u nsettled 
u ntil the tariff schedu les are finally 
fixed by congress w ere the principal 
reasons given for the desire to perm it 
nothing to interfere w ith prom pt ac­ 
tion by congress at the special ses­ 
sion. 
“ Insurg ents” Threaten Delay . 
The possible delay which the hou se 
“insu rgents” may cau se by prom u lgat­ 
ing a fight on the ru les and the fu rther 
difficu lties tha t m ay be pu t in the way 
of getting the tariff bill throu gh w ith­ 
ou t delay w ere thorou ghly gone into.

N the historic old Plym ou th Chu rch of Brook lyn w here for,forty years the 
m agnetic personality of H enry W ard Beecher radiated strength, love, vitality 
and a virile, earnest C hristianity, Dr. New ell D w ight H illis has preached for 
te n years with growing fame and influ ence. 
H e was born in Iow a in 1858 of a long line of Pu ritan ancestry. 
A t an early 
age he w ent to N ebrask a and after absorbing all the edu cation it w as possible for 
him to get at the village school, he work ed on his father’s farm. 
H e lived mu ch 
alone, ou t in the open, close to the heart of N atu re, in a poetic k inship with 
the beau ty of the woods, rivers, sk y and fields, loving it all w ithou t hardly k now ­ 
ing why, u nconciou sly transform ing the seem ing trivial repititions of natu ral 
phenom ena into spiritu al sentim ent, fine instinctive interpretations and illu m ina­ 
tion.

pared him better for his later work . 
H e had seven years of su ccessfu l pastoral work at Peoria and Evanston, 111., 
before he was called in 189 4 to su cceed Prof. Swing a t the C entral Chu rch of 
Chicago. 
It was a severe test for a you ng m an to tak e u p the work of a venera­ 
ble preacher lik e Swing, w ith a rich critical congregation held together, not by 
a 
creed, bu t by the eloqu ence of the gentle teacher who had endeared him self to 
them by his preaching and his personality; bu t Dr. H illis w as more than equ al 
to the situ ation, the chu rch grew in nu m bers and influ ence u nder his m inistry, 
and w ith deep regret his people su rrendered him to Plym ou th Chu rch in

after exhau sting every indu cem ent to k eep him w ith them .

TWO-CENT RATE LAW 


RECEIVES HARD RLOW 


Distric t Court Holds It to 


Be lloc ooslllollooa l. 


Kansas City, March 9. — Missouri’s 
two-cent 
passenger 
and 
maximum 
freight laws were nullified b y a deci­ 
sion handed down in the United States 
district court here b y Judge Smith Mc­ 
Pherson of Red Oak, la. 
As a result 
it is b elieved there will b e a quick re 
turn in Missouri to the three-cent fares 
and Frank Hagerman for the eighteen 
companies involved, asserts this de 
cision sounds the death-knell of the 
two-cent rate in every state in the 
Union. 
Judge McPherson held that b oth the 
commodity and passenger laws were 
confiscatory and unconstitutional, and 
Mr. Hagerman declared it is not con 
ceivab le that if the two-cent rate is 
confiscatory in Missouri, it can b e 
compensatory in other states. 
The state on the other hand declared 
emphatically that Missouri’s fight for 
lower rates would continue. Elliot W. 
Major, the newly elected attorney gen­ 
eral who succeeded Herb ert S. Hadley 
to that office and was in court when 
the decision was read, said an appeal 
w*ould b e taken and that the present 
legislature would b e asked to pass 
new rate laws that would stand the 
test of the courts. 
Governor Hadley 
made a similar statem ent at Jefferson 
City.
